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2. Discussed with Jack Leahy about dana his efforta to : 
get the Department to write a letter to the Philippine Government that : 
they had no objections to an extension of a visa to stay in the Philippines. 
Congressman John Jarman {(D,, Okla. } had interceded with Ambassador 
Bohlen. Leahy advises that Jarman is a very reasonable person and was 
formerly on the House Foreign Affaire Committees who was aware of 
derogatory information concerning[ __] but Jarman indicated that there 
were always two sides to a story. Leahy indicated that the Department 
would only givel____a copy of a previous letter from the Embassy in 
Manila. Leahy also wished to know if we had any objections to extension 
of the visa. After consultation with [id Leahy was advised 
that we took no position . 


3. While with the Director, he mentioned the Joint Committee briefing, 
and I suggested that he call Congressman Carl T. Durham ({D., N.C.). This 
he did and indicated that he had some new information which he would like 
to furnish as early as possible. Durham said he would look into the matter 
and advise.
